Grand Duke Alexis, the brother of 
late Czar, and the Governor and Mayor, 
welcomed the Prince and Princess of 
Wales. The dispatch adds that Czar 
Nicholas has conferred the decoration of 
the Order of St. Anne, in diamonds, on 
Prof. Leyden, the German physician who 
attended the late Czar. 

Princess Alix was received into the 
orthodox church on Friday. She received 
the title of Grand Duchess in Russia, 
Blagovernaja Velikaja Knagina. After the 
ceremony of confession, she received the 
orthodox sacrament. The ritual observed 
required no denunciation of her former 
‘faith. The priest merely asked the Prin- 
cess to express her belief in the trinity 
and then to repeat the dogmas of the 
orthodox faith. She did so, and was then 
led by a priest into the church and up to 
a table on which: were vesagels containing 
eonsecrated oil. Meantime a choir was 
singing. psalms. The Princess knelt be- 
‘fore the table. After the offering of 
prayers and singing of hymns, the priest 
gaidi “Arise my beloved, arise in the 
fear of God.“ 

The Princess stood up and said: 1 

vow to remain steadfast in the orthodox 
Catholic church to my last breath. I vow 
that I acknowledge this faith and rejoice 
in obeying its laws. As a sign of this sin- 
cere vow, which comes from my heart, 
I kiss the cross of the Savior. Amen.“ 
Then she knelt and the priest gave ab- 
solution. 

After numerous W and prayers, in 
which all the members of the Czar's fam- 
ily were named, the priest anointed the 
Princess with consecrated oil on the tem- 
res, eyes, nose, ‘ips, ars. hands and feet. 
Afterward he touched these parts with a 
sponge dipped in holy water. He then 
proclaimed the Princess’ “lawful conver- 
sion’ to the Russian orthodox church,”

Michaelovitch, a cousin of the Czar, who 
some years ago was disgraced and ban- 
ished to the Caucasus, was not refused 
permission to see the late Czar, as it was 
said at the time, to receive his forgiveness.

A Notable Address by Rev. 


Burt. Estes Howard, 


Good Advice to the Members of the 
‘ Young Men’s Christian 
Association. 


Rev. Mr. Thomson’s Morning Sermon 
at Unity Church— Mr. Dye’s 
Talk on Good Citizen- 
ship 


* — 
Ae the Young Men's Christian Assocla- 
tion Hall yesterday afternoon, Rev. Burt 
Dates Howard, pastor of the First Pres- 
byterian Church, delivered an address on 
“Christian Oltisenship.“ before a large 
audience of men. The speaker took for 
his text Collogsians i, 16: For in Him 
were all things created. .. whether 


thrones or dominions, or principalities om 


powers, all things have been created 
through Him and unto Him.“ 

The address was listened to with the 
Closest attention throughout, the main 
points of which follow: 

There have been established in the earth 
three divine institutions—the family, the 
church and ‘the State. These three in- 
stitutions have been set up in the order 
in which I have named them. First, the 
family was the form of social organization, 
then the religious group called the church, 
and, finally, the State. . It is not 
my purpose, at this time, to speak of 
the future of the church as shadowed 
forth in that — quoted just now, 
‘I saw. no te therein.” Some time 
I want to talk 6 it, but not today. The 
thing that is on my mind now, is the 

the State should occupy in the 
thought of all men as citizens. In view of 


the coming elections, this theme is both Lae 


profitable and eminently proper. There 
is no higher duty than that of a citizen. 


There is no calling more divine in 
its institution, and, I am Sorry to 
say more devilish in its practice, 


than the calling of a politician. This 
May seem a strange thing to say in 
the face of the present reputation of poli- 
tics and politicians, a reputation that is 
too often deserved. But in this age of 
the world I know of no more noble and 
neéded calling than that of the politician. 
The great demand of the day is not 
preachers, but politicians. Do not under- 
stand me as in any sense minimizing my 
own calling. The ministry of the Word isa 
high calling, and a noble one. but the 
new era that is just dawning has new 
demands on us, and we must meet them 
with the same ‘consecration and the same 
exalted idea of the divineness of our 
mission, as citizens and administrators for 
God in the affairs of State, that we have 
been wont to assign only to the gospel 
ministry, as we call the preacher’s work. 
The gospel ministry is wider than the 
mere preaching pastoral duties of the 
professional minister. To the man who is 
at all alive to the demands of God on his 
life, the. calling of the politician is, as 
much divine and as much a gospel minis- 

as my oon calling is. It has deen 

sad misfortune of the politics of this and 
of all countries, that the governmental 
functions have been secularized. Here is 
another point where I must not be misun- 
derstood. When I say that t 
ment should not be secularized I am far 
from.saying that it should be made in any 
sense ecclesiastical. We must bear in 
mind, all the time, that the three divine 
Institutions the Stale, are three, and’ die the 


church and the 

tinct. They ea have their 
place ant’ own . functions 
. perform, and must always de dis- 
finct as institutions. Government is 


to ‘be a church affair no more than it 
ds to be a family affair. But the recognj- 
tion of the distinction between the church 
and the State does not in any degree call 
for or justify an ignoring of the divine 
nature of the State, and the consequent 
necessity for it to be holy and righteous.

“The problem that confronts the men and 


omen of today is the Christianizing of 


the nation. It must not be understood 
by what has already been said that there 
are at present in the administration of 
this government no tian principles 
and no Christian fore The beliefs, the 
sentiments, the ideas that lie at the foun- 
dation of our social life are esséntially 
Christian ideas.- There is a mighty cry 
going up all over the land t these same 
principles be applied to the amas of 
this nation. It is true enough that the 
ethics of Jesus Christ are not yet regnant 
in industrial or social affairs as we would 
have them to be, but he is false to every 
principle of fair criticism who does not 
admit the immense influence the religion 
of the Nazarene has exerted on the life 
of this nation. But there is a vast space 
btween influence and dominance. Thie 
is not a Christian nation simply because 
it is more or less affec by the convic- 
tions of the Christian men and women in 
it. ntil Jesus Christ ascend the throne 
of this government, and rule in its lawe 
and in its Ute, we cannot rightly claim 
the name of a ‘Christian people., To be a 
‘Christian is to be something positive. It 
is no proof that a man or a-nation is 
Christian to say they are not Mohamme¢ 
dan, or Buddhist, or pagan. That is not 
necessarily a Christian nation whose laws, 
and social and industrial affairs are modi- 
fled by the presence of the Christian re- 
ligion. To be a Christian, for men and for 
nations, is not to be merely affected by the 
spirit of ened Christ, Ag aie be possessed 


by it. It an Pop hey y nation, have

“The Christian law forbids any man to 
take an office for self-aggrandtzement, but 
requires every man who holds an office to 
regard it as an opportunity of service. The 
conception of offices as spoils or booty, is 
as distinctly anti-Christian,as is the wor- 
ship of idols. I wish to to say, with the ut- 
most deliberation, that the man who has 
any just conception of what the Christian 
law requires of him, could no more seek 
or use a political office for «selfish pur- 
poses than he N prostrate himself be- 
fore an image of asd or throw his 
infant into the jaws of a crocodile. 

“It is evident that our politics are not 
yet fully Christianized. And yet the un- 
erlying idea is that the office-holder is 
e servant and representative of the 
people; that he is chosen and inducted 
into office to promote the public weltare, 
and not his own interest. There are office- 
holders, not a few, I am sure, who accept 
this idea, and try to canform wu”... 

Wo have, thus far, been speaking only of 
the Christianizing of politics. This is, of 
course, our main theme. 
lack of time will not allow nie to speak 
also of the Christianizing of education. I 
feel very ee and very positively on 
this subject. e claim to be a Christian 
nation, and yet have refused to allow the 
prinviples of Jesus Christ to be taught 
as a part of our public school curriculum. 
We claim to be a Christian nation, and 
have cast the book that teaches our citi- 
zens te be Christian citizens out of our 
course of instruction. The removal of the 
Bible from the public schools was a most 
damnable blow at the very root of our in- 
stitutions. I am not pleading for sect- 
tarian education at the public expense. 
This is no special plea for the catechism 
or the creed. ‘The public school is no 
place for denominationalism. argue for 
mere consistency. If we say.that we are a 
Christian nation, and then repudiate Chris- 
tion education we are liars. tas ee 
ask what I would do in the case of those 
who do not believe in our Christian re- 
ligion, and yet desire to educate’ their 
children? This is a Christian nation. 
Those who want to live in it must con- 
form to its institutions. If atheists and 
Buddhists, and others, want to live in 
this country, well and . It they: do 
not like our kind of education, let them 
provide schools of thefr own, but not one 
dollar of public meney to go to a parochial 
school. I do not see why we should con- 
form our sc system to the ideas of re- 
‘ligious anarchists. The. argument that 
| these people pay taxes for the support of 
the schools cuts no figure in the case. 
They pay taxes because they are levied 
I pay taxes for the 
support of the schools of this community 
and of this. commonwealth, though I have 
no child large enough to send to school. 
We are not taxed as religionists, but as 
owners of property. And why should not 
the millions of Christian landholders have 
some consideration in this matter of edu- 
cation, as well as the element that is not 
Christian? There is a good deal of drivel 
and. maudlin sentiment about this cry of¢ 
religious liberty, and an application of 
that is absolutely vicious. We are so busy 
handing over our liberty to the foreigners 
that we don't have any ror private con- 
sumption. Our boasted religious liberty 
has become, in some respects, liberty for 
the irreligious at the enslavement of the 
religious. If we are a Christian govern- 
ment, let us be Christian. If we are not 
a Christian nation, let's stop lying about 


“No institution, no power on earth so 
holds in its grasp the weal or woe of the 
millions now living, and of the millions 
yet to come, as the State. The social or- 
der, the national sentiments, the govern- 
mental regulations influence immeasur- 
ably every soul that comes within their 
reach. The nation is the nursery of: men; 
—— unless noble men are being produced, 
very great end of the nation’s existence 
is. 4A thwarted. Politics is the science 
of social welfare, and has at heart the 
achievement of a perfect social order, that 
the ideals. of humanity shall be realized. 
For this reason, the laws of the State 
and the sentiments that prevail, should be 
in 3 with the character and will of 
God. To refrain from all partici- 
pation in political affairs does not com- 
mend itself as the wise or Christian thing 
to do. The race has not progressed back- 
wards, and all history for eighteen con- 
turies has been self-stultifying. The man 
| who would follow Jesus of Nazareth q u not, 
called to be an ascetic, and cut himself off 
| from all vital contact with the affairs ot 
this world. On the contrary, he is to be 
the salt of the earth and the leaven of the 
| kingdom. The salt and the leaven do their 
work, not by isolation, but by contact. 
The spirit of the gospel démands that one 
live a human life, and live out that life 
under the direct dominion of Jesus Christ 
and for His ends. 
“The Christian citizen is called to fulfill 
all his duties as à citizen in the spirit 
a Christian. The man who prays. ‘Father, 
Thy will de done on earth as it is in 
heaven,“ is to so vote that his ballot will 
nosy the fulfillment of that will. Only 
y,the honest votes of good men can moral 
cofsiderations obtain sway in political.

= as never before, there needs to 
be a clear conception of the meaning of 
the State, and a faithful presentation of 
the duties of its citizens. We must dare 
to teach that the Christian is to do what

tional affairs, .* the penitentiary 
more than the tramp who steals a loaf of 
bread. Teachers should be engaged, and 
their services retained, because they have 
fitness for their places, not because they 
pay commissions, or perhaps have a po- 
litical pull,“ and can trade off” one favor

be supplied free to all pupils so that 
poor children would not be continually 
reminded of their poverty by rich children.

A NEW INDUSTRY FOR CALIFOR- 


Additions are being made to Califor- 
nia’s productions, which will soon be 
as varied as those of any State in the 
Union, For many years the only 
product of any importance in Califor- 
nia was gold, previous to which hides 
and tallow had been exported in small 
quantities. Then, grain was added, 
and after that it was quite a long 
time before the fruit industry came in. 
Beet-sugar was the next important ad- 
dition to our products, and if the Dem- 
oerats had left the industry alone 
there is no doubt that it would by 
this time have become a very im- 
portant one. As it is, we shall prob- 
ably have to wait until the Republi- 
cans come in again. 
A recent dispatch from San Fran- 
cisco gives information in regard to an 
enterprise Which will introduce an- 
other and important product and 
promises to give employment to a 
large number of men. The represen- 
tatives of two Chicago tanneries, 
which are said to be the largest in the 
world, have purchased of the South- 
ern Pacific Company 5000 acres of 
land in the Fan Joaquin Valley, north 
of “Merced; upon which they will cul- 
tivate a plant known as canaigre— 
more properly, cana agria—which is 
used for tanning. 

Sixty families in or near Chicago 
have been notified.to move at once to 
Merced, and before the end of this 
week they will be there on the land. 
It is expected that at least 300 fam- 
ilies will be placed on the 5000 acres 
as soon as operations are fully under 
way. Two hundred carloads of 
twelve tons each in roots have been 
ordered from the mountains of New 
Mexico, where it abounds in its hab- 
itat. It grows in January, February 
and March, so that the crop must be 
put into the ground at once te secure 
a return next year. ‘ 

The producers expect to get about 
500 carloads of the concentrated cana 


thing like 6000 tons. This product will 
be shipped to Chicago for use in tan- 
neries near the stockyards. In ad- 
dition to growing the plant, there will 
be extensive works for reducing the 
roots into pulp, composed mostly of 
tannic acid. The factory and other 
buildings, dwellings, etc., will cost 
about $300,000. If the enterprise 
proves successful, it is believed the ex- 
periment will be followed by many 
ranchers, . 

A correspondent sends the following 
information in regard to this plant: 

“‘Cana agria,’ (not canaigre) means 
sour cane, as ‘cana dulce’ would mean 
‘sweet’ or sugar cane. The root of 
this plant, from which the tannin is 
extracted, very much resembles in 
appearance a sweet potato. As the 
root dries, however, its color changes ta 
dark mahogany. The green root con- 
tains. about 9 per cent. tannic: acid. 
The root shrinks in weight about 66 
2-3 per cent., but in the drying-out pro- 
cess does not lose any of its acid, hence 
a dry pound of cana agria will contain 
from 27 to 30 per cent. tannic acid. 
The best oak bark contains about 8 
per cent. tannin, hence a ton of dry 
cana agria equals about 3% tons of 
the best oak or hemlock bark, which 
is worth from $8 to $12 per ton. One 
cord of dry bark weighs about one 
ton. But bark is fast disappearing 
from our forests, and the application 
of this new, or, rather, very old 
agent for tanning purposes is of the 
greatest importance. It is far ond 
the expérimentdl stage. The In 


agria acid a year, amounting to some 


worth about $30 per ton East. The 
growth is very prolific, the yield be- 
ing 2) to 30 tons per acre, with but 
little cultivation or water. 

“The Agricultural College of Las 
Cruces, N. M., experimented with this 
plant and found that it lost none of 
its percentage of acid through culti- 
vutton. What your progressive peo 
ple want to do is to pursuade the 
tanners to locate here. If you can 
successfully grow cana agria you have 
all the raw material here, and need 
only to transport to the» market the 
finished product.” 

For many years we have been cry- 
ing out fora tannery in Los Angeles 
to work up the hides which are now 
sent East and brought back in the 


shape of leather. With such excel- 


tanning material that can be pro- 

ber in abundance, it looks as 
oucght to be no difficulty in 
es ag such an enterprise some- 


where r near Los Angeles. 
The problem is likely to be 
solved ry soon. What is next needed 


is to la question of raw mater- 


ials. re plenty in existence 
alread. theee can de greatly 
added to. After toot we can offer 


legitimate inducements to rflanufac- 
turers, and there is no apparent rea- 
son why, within a couple of years, 
Los Angeles should not become a 
manufacturing city of considerable 
importance, 


POPULISM AND ANARCHY. 


An unknown correspondent has sent 
us a copy of Freiheit, the German 
Anarchist paper which has been pub- 
lished in New York for a number of 
years by the notorious John Most. The 
number received contains a contribu- 
tion from a Seattle correspondent en- 
titled “Why Sensible People Must be 
Anarchists." The correspondent re- 
fers in a sneering manner to the ef- 
forts of those who are engaged in en- 
deavoring to effect reforms in the con- 
dition of the people by political and 
social. movements, and claims that 
nothing less than a confiscation of all 
private property will finally satisfy 
sensible people—that is to say, An- 
archists. 

Such ideas as these will strike the 
average citizen as being absurd and 
dangerous in the extreme, and un- 
doubtedly a great majority of the 
Populists feel the same way on the 
subject. If some of these people will 
stop and think, however, they will find 
that the Populist party is tending 
dangerously near to the position which 
is held by the Anarchists. In fact, 
it is difficult to draw the line between 
some extreme Populists and. the aver- 
age Anarchists. They both condemn 
the regularly appointed authorities. 
uphold lawlessness and violence, and 
want to entierly upset the fabric of 
society as it is at present constituted. 

The natural t cy of Pophuism is 
toward anarchy, and those members 
of the Populist party who do not be- 
lieve in anarchy would do well to 
pause and reflect before they further 
identify themgelves with a political 
movement that..combines so many 
things that are foolish with some 
things that are actually criminal.

Statisties published in the last vol- 
ume of Poor's Manual of Railroads 
give some idea of the steady increase 
in the use of steel in railway con- 
struction. In “1880, of the _ 115,647 
miles of railroad in the United States, 
81.967 miles, or 70.9. per cent. were 
laid with iron trucks. In 1893 191,857 
miles of road were equipped with steel 
out of a total mileage of 229,012; the 
percentage being 83.8..

The Papago Indians live in Southern 
Arizopva. Often they make foraging 
expeditions into Mexico; and in fact 
in the sense of settled habitation, they 
eannot be said to live anywhere. 
Something has been written about 
them from time to time by travelers, 
and the agents of the Indian Office 
have made reports on their condition 
from time to time. But beyond the 
reports of these agents, the govern- 
ment has no official information about 
the condition of the tribe. The agents’ 
reports are necessarily ragged. Indian 
agents are not sent to Arizona to 
write ethnological essays. 

The Papagos were once a tribe of 
from 4000 to 7000. The exact oum- 
ber is not known. The population of 
the tribe from à remote period can 
only be estimated. And the Iadian 
Office is not better off today in the 
matter of knowledge of the tribe’s 
extent. The Census Agent would be 
at an utter loss to come to a correct 
conclusion ‘about the Papagos. They 
are scattered over so wide a range of 
territory that it is doubtful if even 
one of their own number could form 
A clear idea how many there now are 
in the tribe. For many years, and 
until a short time ago, they were 
carried on the Indian reports esti- 
mated at 6000. One of the re 
cent reports gave an estimate of 
3000. No one knew whether the 
old estimate of the new one is 
correct. Only a few hundred of the 
Indians live on reservations, and have

The customs of these Indians are de- 
on Mexican tortillas (thin cakes,) and 
a coarse brown meal, which they call 
panola, both of which are made from 
wheat. They have also beef, beans, 
melons, pumpkins, coffee and sugar, 
with which, a few at a time, they 
vary the monotony of the simpler 
foods. Some of them have houses, 
cook their food on American stoves, 
and eat off tables. But these are only 
5 per cent. of the population. It is 
not uncommon to see a family living 
like wild animals. They live in ket- 
tle-shaped houses, which they call 
“kees.”” These hou have no chim- 
neys or windows, and the only floor- 
ing is cowhide. The door is about 
thre or four feet high. The kee is 
from ten to twenty feet in diameter, 
and the frame is made of a tough tim- 
ber or brush, the larger ends of which 
are placed in the ground, forming a 
circle the size of a house. The tops 
of the brush are bent to the center, 
where they are bound and woven to- 
gether. When the weaving is finished, 
the exterior is plastered..with mud. 


not necessary to have a fire in these 
houses. When the winter comes, the 
Indian breaks a small hole in the top 
of his kee and builds a fire in the 
middle of the floor, permitting the 
smoke to escape above. In winter 
the houses are steadily occupied. In 
the summer season, the Indians more 
frequently sleep in the open air.

Antiquity of Newspapers—Journal- 
ism in Europe, Asia and Africa. 
Sunday Papers—Big Cir- 
culations.

Most modern of all things in appearance 
and spirit is the daily newspaper, and yet 
this characteristic institution of our fin de 
siecle age reaches back into a highly-re- 
spectable ,antiquity. For, leaving out of 
account all vague traditions of ancient 
news letters among the Romans,it is in- 
disputable that our esteemed contemporary, 
the Gazette of Pekin, China, has appeared 
in its present form for 1000 years at least. 

This venerable pioneer of daily journal- 
ism has probably had more out-and-out 
“scoops’”’ of the latest news than all of the 


rest of the newspaper world put together. 


Hale and hearty after a millennium of lite, 
it still sends out daily its edition of 18 
pages printed on oblong sheets of soft, rag- 
ged-edged paper, inclosed in a yellow cover, 
stitched at the back. Its circulation 
reaches 10,000, and its contents are mainly 
official information and imperial edicts. 
These latter are doubtless unusually inter- 
esting to many readers at the present time, 
while the Son of Heaven is making such 
havoc of the yellow riding-jackets, peacock 


“feathers, and other personal adornments 


— his numerous but scarcely veliant 
ects. . 

Journalism was somewhat later in taking 
its rise in Europe. News pamphlets, which 
were occasional publications containing in- 
formation of, and comment on, the more 
striking news of the time, appeared before 
the discovery of America. A specimen 
bearing the date 1492 is still in existence. 
Written news letters, which also helped to 
‘prepare the way for the true newspaper of 
later times, were widely circulated in Eu- 
rope, and to a limited extent in the Ameri- 
can colonies, also. 

The Frankforter Journal appeared in the 
well-known German city in 1615, and was 
the first regular European newspaper. It 
was followed, in 1619, by the News Out of 
Holland, England’s earliest paper. is 
latter appeared irregularly for a short 
time, and was then succeeded by the more 
permanent Weekly News; in 1622. The 
Courant, established in 1709, was the first 
London daily. 

In our own country, the present home of 
the most unlimited freedom that ſournal- 
ism anywhere enjoys, it had, strangely 
enough, to contend at its birth with a vig- 
orous censorship of the press. A paper 
which attempted to establish itself in Bos- 
ton in 1689 was promptly suppressed by 
the government of Massachusetts, on the 
plea that it contained reflexions of a very 
high nature,“ which, however, consisted of 
nothing but the ordinary political news of 
the day. A successor, called Publick Oc- 
currences, launched the following year, 
met a like fate. So effectively were these 
pioneer American sheets stamped out, that 
only one copy of the first, and two copies 
of the second, are known to be in exist- 
ence, 

The Boston News-Letter was s 
in 1704, and the Gazette of the same éity 
in 1719. From this time. on the gag 
seems to have been removed from the 
mouth of the press, and newspapers multi- 
plied until at the time of the breaking 
out of the revolutio war, there was 
thirty-four of them in the various colonies. 

It is interesting to note the location 
of these. Massachusetts had seven; Con- 
necticut three; Rhode Island two, and New 
Hampshire one. Pennsylvania had eight 
papers and New York three.

This was the beginning a little more 
than a century ago, of that mighty host 
of publications which has sprung up in 
the United States, until today it is cred- 
ited with no less than 19,855 newspapers 
and periodicals. Since the most reliable 
statistics estimate about forty-one thousand 
as the product of the whole world, our 
own country issues nearly one-half of 

em. 

Of the other leAding nations Germany 
issues the most, 5000 periodicals: France 
has 4100; England 4000; Austro-Hungary, 
3500 and Italy 1400. No other country has 
a thousand publications. Canada possesses 
919; all Australia 700; South America, 
635;, Asia, 461, and Africa, about 150. The 
State of New York publishes more news- 
papers than the whole world lying south 
of the equator. 

China with six times the population of 
our own country has only about one- thou- 
sandth as many papers, or to be exact 
twenty-four, including the venerable 
father of journalism already mentioned. ofr 
these, eleven are issued in the native 
tomgue; one in French, and the rest in 
English. Bleak little Iceland, situated 
far within the Arctic Circle, and the most 
northern spot were newspapers are 
huge Flowery Kingdom. 

Japan displays in this matter her usual 
enterprise.

There are about 400 of these in the various 
cities and larger towns. Somewhat in the 


have partly ustirped the field of the purely 
literary periodical; and besides supplying 
the daily news, have diverted to their col- 
umns much excellent matter that would 
otherwise have appeared in the magazines 
or reviews, The latter have felt deeply 
the effects of this poaching upon their 
preserves; and many of them by their re- 
cent radical reductions in price have con- 
fessed that some concessions had to de 
made to enable them to compete success- 
fully with this new and dangerous rival. 
There seems at present to be no assignable 
limit to the development of new features 
by the Sunday journal, or to the popular- 
ity that it is destined to achieve. 

Canada has but one Sunday paper, a 
fact. that well @xemplifies the still un- 
broken reign of puritanical Sabbath tra- 
ditions in John Bé€ll’s part of our con- 
tinent. Even in the United States much 
opposition has at times been manifested 
by the less progressive to this institution, 
but it has broken down of its own 
weight. A type of Christianity that con- 
fines allowaiile Sunday reading to such 
productions of Baxter's ‘‘Saints’ Rest,“ or 
Drelingeourt om Death, condemning all 
that is merely instructive or entertaining, 
‘will find little favor in this age. 

The statement has rashly made 
that Austro- Hungary, the great polyglot 
empire of Eurepe, supporting newspapers 
in ten different languages, was unrivaled 
in the number of tongues thus represented. 
What, then, shall we say of the United 
States? Here we have the new r 
sent forth in no less that twenty- 
languages, embracing the tongues of 
every quarter of the globe. Our German 
papers are numbered by hundreds; and a 
score or more, at least, are published in 
each French, Norwegian, Danish, Spanish, 
Swedish, Bohemian and Polish; 19 papers 
appear in Holland Dutch; 14 in each 
Hebrew and Finnish; 5 in Welsh; 4 
in Slavonic; 3 each in Hungarian, Ice- 
Russian, Portuguese, Lithuanian, 
Armenian and Chinese. Rarest of all we 
have one journal published in each Arabic, 
Cherokee and Irish. Such a variety of 
languages mever before existed in 
any one land since the of 
rose on the Mesopotamian plein. 

No hobby, sect, science, ession, or 
anything else seems in this country to he 
properly equipped unless it has numerous 
publications devoted to its interest. For 
instance tho secret societies in general, 
the medical profession and the colleges, 
have each more than 200 publications; 
and an obscure pursuit as the collection 

postage stamps, boasts about fifty peri- 
odicals devoted solely to the interests of

Ot the grand aggregate of nearly 20,000 
American. publications, 2000, roughly 
speaking, are dailies; 16,000 appear weekly, 
and 2000 monthly or at longer periods, The 
financial meaning of these figures is stu- 
pendous. Journaliem is one of the great 
industries of the United States. Some of 
the larger dailies do a business amounting 
to $5,000,000 tally, and nearly every 

has its papers whose 
transactions reach the million mark each 
year. No other comme re- 
than does the carrying on of a great city 
daily. 

More stupendous still is the moral influ- 
ence of this great power, the press, and 
the part it plays in moulding the very 
characters of the American people. Few 
indeed are independent of this. force, and 
most men are, as to theif opinions, just 
about what it has made hem 

A reasonable estimate Weid give nearly 
three billions as the n r copies of 
newspapers and other periodicals issued in 
this country in one year’s time. That 
makes two for each inhabitant of the 
globe, or fifty-one a week for every Ameri- 
can, old and young. If we allow but the 
moderate dimensions of one square yard 
of paper for each of me result 
would show that a thousand square miles 
of paper is annually submitted to the eyes 
of American readers, or enough to cover 
entirely, the State of Rhode Island.

mon air. When exposed to strong elec- 
trical influences these tubes glow with alt 
the shifting beauty of an aurora borealis. 
Nikola Tesla has shown that similar ef- 
fects, like those of the northern sky, car 
#pring into existence without tubes, bulbs, 
or inclosures of any kind. And now for a 
revelation more surprising still. The late 
Dr. Hertz of Bonn demonstrated that 
electricity advances in waves, which differ 
from those of light only in being longer. 
In ‘producing these elettrical vibrations— 
which are intermediate between those of 
light and sound—he came upon a discovery 
of extraordinary interest. Certain of these 
waves find their way through a wooden 
door or an ordinary wall as easily as a ray 
of sunshine passes through a pane of glass. 
It would seem that the inner architecture 
of a substance is like a series of rail 
fences, one behind another; so that all we 
have to do to find an open path through it 
ia to send in an electric wave of the right 
size and form. Dr. Hertz’s discovery, re- 
markable as it is, does not stand by itself; 
the rays of heat which form part of the 
solar beam are readfly transmitted by rock 
salt, While they are entangled by glass of 
the very clearest description. Prof. Alex- 
ander Graham Bell, a good many years 
, Came upon the fact that ebonite, hard}; 
black rubber, opaque to light, conveys with 
ease an invisible heat ray capable of arous- 
ing a musical note in a photophone. 
A a light-bringer electricity develops a 
peculiarity of the highest value—the econ- 
omy with which it lends itself te changes 
ef intensity. One of the commonest instru- 
ments of the electrician is the coil de- 
vised by Ruhmkorf, which seized upon a 
current of the feeblest quality and sharp- 
ens it to a flash of lightning. On the same 
principle are constructed the transformers 
mat take a current of moderate power 
from a dynamo and lift it to the high pres- 
sure gainful in carriage to a distance; for, 
strange to say, a wire can transport a 
strohg current nearly as well as a weak 
one. Arrived at its destination, the cur- 
rent enters a second transformer, to be re- 
duced to the-intensity, safe and otherwise, 
desirable for its circuit of lamps and mo- 


tors. 
When the aim of the electrician is to 
summon only light from his source of 
power, the heat which insists on bearing it 
company is a direct means of measuring 
the wastefulness of his appliances. And 
yet intense heat is as useful in its way as 
brilliant light, and it e all the con- 
venience and economy of er creations of 
the current. The gunner and the miner 
were the first to use electric heat, which, 
touching off their fuses, introduced a new 


to the effect of a round of shots or explo- 
sives by firing them all at the same in- 
stant. Next followed the electric smelting 
of ores, and as the current grew cheaper 
what at first was a matter of small experi- 
ment became an extensive industry. Sie- 
mens, Hall, and, last of all, Moisan, have 
built furnacés which melt as wax the 
most stubborn minerals, which heat, as 
easily as a teakettle, the caldron wherein 
boil alloys made to resist extreme tem- 
peratures. As compared with flame an im- 
mense advantage is possessed by flame’s 
new competitor; the current led through 
plaster of paris, or other non-conductor, 
pierces the very heart of a metallic mass, 
and therefore keeps Strictly to the work 
t has to do. ‘As admirablis as the electric 

rnace are the devices of Elihu Thomson, 
by which metals are welded, brazed, 
forged, riveted, tempered and shaped—all 
by electric heat. Because a flexible wire 
readily conveys a current, electricity, here, 
as elsewhere, serves with an adaptability 
all its own. In mending a broken shaft, 
or the propeller blade of a steamship, it 
is of the utmost importance to take the 
welder to its work, instead of bringing the 
work to the welder. And, as in a good 
many other cases. we can note at this 
point how one branch of electric art helps 
another; an electric weld gives the tele- 
graph engineer the best possible joint for 
his lines, a gift beyond price, for think 
how many joints a telegram has to leap 
over as it flashes from New York to San 
Francisco! Each of these joints, if imper- 
fect, is a serious obstacle. Altogether the 
highest temperature known to art is that 
of the common are lamp. This enables the 
electrician to perform a striking piece of 
natural magic. So extreme is the degree 
of heat with which the carbon glows, that 
it refuses to be quenched in water. In 
water, too, a bar of iron can be brought 
to forging heat; in a corner of the Mec- 
tricity Building at the Columbian Fair this 
marvel attracted a crowd which dispersed 
only when the guards in blue sung 4 
out.“ By virtue of the refinement it brings 
to the kitchen, electric heat is there en- 
tering upon a wareer of high popular fa- 
vor. In ovens that copy the design of 
electric furnaces, by shielding the current 
from dispersion, there is no more cooking | 
the cook instead of cooking the dinner. 
Admitted through walls of plaster and felt, 
the heat can neither waste itself nor of- 


fend. 

As first it flowed under the hands of 
Volta, the electric current was created 
by dissolving a metal in the acid. Turn- 
ing the tables, one of the earliest tasks 
to which the current was harnessed was 
electro-plating—the taking copper, silver, 
and gold from the liquids in which they 
had been dissolved. This process has 
now blossomed out into a manifold diver- 
sity of branches. It enables the printer 


to preserve his types, his maps, and other | 


costly engravings from the wear and tear 
of the press. When the current was dear 
it deposited only surfaces; thanks to the 
dynamo, electricity is at present cheap 
enough to build up masses. Copper of 
surpassing purity is now derived from 
ore dissolved in the electric bath—provid- 
ing the electrician with conductors of a 
new. efficiency. In the same way the 
whole bulk of a statue can be deposited 
by electricity—a task which it executes 
with a fidelity impossible to the foundry, 
with its warping heats. In this quarter, 
as in some others we have glanced at, 
a work once done by fire is much better 
done without fire. — — bs 
Lead, as well as silvér or gold, can be 
easily recovered from its solutions; for 
good reasons it is selected as the best 
metal for storage batteries, which in prin- 
ciple are just the same as voltaic batter- 
les. What makes a storage battery 80 
valuable is that whenever a current from 
a dynamo is flowing beyond the needs of 
the moment, the surplus, which otherwise 
would run to waste, is used in electro- 
plating, to build up lead plates from ¢their 
acidbath. At a time of uncommon busi- 
ness, as when an electric road is carry- 
storage bat- 
tery is a reservoir, from which ‘to draw 
ah extra supply of power. Hitherto, stor- 
‘age batteries have had but scant success, 
their great weight, high cost, internal losses 
and shortness of life have obstinately 
withstood the ingenuity of both the chem- 
ist and the electrician. Yet a cheap and 
workable contrivance would be so. profita- 
ble that the attempt to create it brooks 
no disappointment. One of the best stor- 
age batteries recently Dyilt is now pro- 
pelling the cars of the Avenue sur- 
face line of New Tork. 
If the chemist has been foiled in the 
riddle of the storage battery, he has had 
ter fortune in solving other difficulties. 
Ne finds that electricity quickens in a re- 
markable degree the tanning of leather: 
that it cheapens for him soda, bleaching 
powder and other materials used in the 
arts on a gigantic scale. When an intense 
current is joined to a high temperature 
the chemist wields a two-edged sword, to 
whose cleaving power the world owes, 
among other boons, that of cheap alumin- 
In 1877 this metal was $8 4 ;

Mighty {deed bas been the revolution 
wrought by the cell of Volta, and by the 
dynamo; its offspring. Is there another in- 
vention of the nineteenth century of equal 
dignity and transforming power? “Yes. 
The photographic plate of Daguerre—an 
invention which attests its supreme rank 
by its astonishing fruitfulness. Mark its 
fertility in but one of its many alliances— 
in its partnership with electricity. First 
of all the electric light makes photography 
possible at night, below the surface. of 
land and sea, and enables a picture to be 
taken where there can be no operator:to 
shift a slide or even press a button. At 
Chancelade, in France, where four years 
ago a Quarry caved in, a camera was let 
down through a hole no bigger than a 
man’s fist; it saw it. registered so 
faithfully that a rescue was planned and 
accomplished forthwith. Controlled through 
a wire a sensitive plate can float in a 
balloon over an enemy’s camp and without 
risk of human life effectively play the spy. 
Along this line, as along others, the arts 
of war have given 4 hint to the industries 
of peace. Today the land surveyors, the 
makers of maps of counties and cities, 
are learning from the engineer at West 
Point how to abridge their labors, and are 
delighted to figd how wide the sweep and 
true the registry of the camera’s wonder- 
ful.eye.

AN OPEN QUESTION. 


WOULD A BREAKWATER BENE- 
FIT SANTA MONICA. 


The Citizens of that Place are Not 
a Unit on the Subject — Opin- 
ions of Some Leading 
Men. 


The loss to Santa Monica (if loss it 
really was) of the in-season and out-of- 
season advocacy of a breakwater and a 
harbor, which occurred a few weeks since, 
has in a measure helped to throw new 
color into the perspective. When Santa 
Monica lost its up-town mouthpiece the 
Southern Pacific lost its most subservient 
“orgin;’’ and the demonstrative one-ness 
of the two has set people to thinking. In 
the clatter of the advocacy people did not 
generally look more closely into the merits 
of the discussion than was necessary to 
note that one side was for us“ and the 
other for some other fellow. Now that the 
noise of battle has somewhat subsided on 
the question both sides are being studied 
more impartially. The substance of a few 
expressed views by prominent Santa Moni- 
cans may more clearly illustrate the point: 

“It is far from certain that Santa Monica 
said’ a 
conservative professional man a few days 
since. “A breakwater and its consequent 
harbor means commercial supremacy for 
this point, with its attendant benefits and 
evils; and of them the latter may easily 
exceed he former. Our desirable destiny 
is to be the fatering place of this sec- 
tion of the State, with such a class of 
people as that would induce not to build 

a larger San Pedro along our bluffs. Com- 
pare the personnel of the towns as they 
are and you will understand my meaning; 
multiply them and yo can appreciate the 
result. We will be rage oP better off as 
the prosperous suburb Los Angeles than 
as the port of entry, with a population of 
stevedores. For my part, as resident and 


_property-owner, I am not over-anxious for 


an appropriation.“ 

“This talk of an open water-front here 
for other roads is all rot,“ said a well- 
known local railroad man in discussing 
the harbor question. “Of course the 
Southern Pacific does not occupy the whole 
beach, but thdy are so located upon it 
that no other road can reach their wharf, 
nor anywhere near it. The property all 
around is so held that a harbor here means 
an exclusive harbor for the Southern Pa- 
cific, and Santa Monica itself is not de- 
sirous of becoming a sole dependent of 
that corporation. The harbor fight here 
now is a fight for the Southern Pacific 
against competition; that’s exactly all it 
amounts to.’ 

„„I am no longer able to divide the Santa 
Monica Harbor question from the private 
interesth of the Southern Pacific Railroad,“ 
said a long-time resident in discussing the 
breakwater; and I can see no basis for 
trusting that company to look out for the 
interests of the public further than they 
coincide with its own. As the matter now 
stands, with the big wharf here to catch 
Redondo’s trade, their own fracks at San 
Pedro divide the business there, and the 
only rail line to San Francisco to monopo- 
it is small wonder 
that they are willing to defer or defeat 
appropriations for a breakwater anywhere 
along the coast. I have lost whatever con- 
fidence I once had in the Southern Pacific’s 
sincerity in working for a harbor any- 
where. Certainly they ‘do not need it in 
their business,’ and just as certainly they 
will not lose any sleep over it on any 
other account.” 

Still another view of the matter is occa- 
sionally hinted at. Most men are sus- 
picious of the Kentucky corporation. Here 
is one who is not. A prominent Democrat 
and business man said, in the presence of 
friends recently: 

The talk of Southern Pacific candidates 
and of how essential it is to down them. 
I wish I knew for certain that there were 
good friends of the railroad company upon 
the tickets; I would vote for them, every 
one, irrespective of politics. The Southern 
Pacific’s interests are our interests, and I 


+} am for them.“
